February is the month during which 


Armenian-Americans recognize the 
achievements of George Washington. 
Abraham Lincoln and Vartan Mamigon- 
ian whose great sacrifice led the Armen- 
ian Church to bestow sainthood upon 
him. These three great national heroes. 
although they were products of different 
eras, shared certain qualities of leader- 
ship which set them above their con- 
temporaries and which inspired the un- 
dying admiration of subsequent genera- 
tions. 

All three of these leaders were. to 
some degree, military heroes: George 
Washington led the American troops to 
ultimate victory in the Revolutionary 
War; Abraham Lincoln, as President 
during the Civil War. served as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Union armies: 
St. Vartan of course was a noted Ar 
menian general. As military leaders. all 
three were compelled to make split- 
second decisions, to exercise their 
authority in life-or-death situations: but 
to be able to do this they had to have 
the total confidence and respect of their 
followers. 


The best way for a leader to earn res- 
pect is to prove that he is willing to do 
his share of the “dirty work;” there is a

Personal 
sacrifice is the essence of good leader- 
ship. George Washington, even after 
suffering the indignities of a lengthy war 
along with his troops, willingly gave up 
his dream of returning to his farm when 
he was drafted to serve as president of 
the new country for which he had al- 
ready given so much. St. Vartan made 
the ultimate sacrifice in the name of his 
beliefs. St. Vartan did not die in a blaze 
of victory: the battle was lost despite his 
sacrifice. But the war continued. Those 
who remained, both leaders and follow- 
ers. showed heroic qualities of patience 
and perseverance and went on to win 
the war. 

All leaders are successful to the extent 
of the support of their consituency. This 
is also true of AM.A.A. Through the 
years with fine leadership and full co- 
Operation of its supporters A.M.A.A. 
has been able to keep pace with the 
changing times. 

As newly elected President of the As- 
sociation. | ask everybody's cooperation 
and support to be able to face new goals 
and challenges in the coming years. 
Keep A.M.A.A. and its leadership in 
your minds and in your prayers. I am 
sure if we join together we can achieve 
all the goals we have set forth.

About 1532 years ago, on May 26, 
451 AD. a one-day battle was fought 
on the field of Avarayr when Vartan 
Mamigonian was killed along with 1036 
soldiers. The battle was lost to the Per- 
sians who wanted to introduce fire wor- 
ship with the purpose of assimilating the 
Armenians into the Persian Empire. 
But, because the Christian Armenian 
soldiers fought for “Christ and Country,” 
Armenian resistance, hence the con- 
tinuing war named “Vartanank,” lasted 
until 484 A.D. or 33 years when victory 
was achieved and a Treaty signed 
favorable to Armenians. Vartan’s neph- 
ew, Vahan, led this resistance of long 
duration with the cooperation of the en- 
tire population, including women. Fol- 
lowing the Treaty arrangements, culture 
and literacy flourished making the cen- 
tury a Golden Age. Vartanank, one can 
conclude, was a movement of the mind 
and soul more than anything else. As 
such it continues and will continue to 
mold the character and ideas of the 
nation. Therefore, it is most important 
to observe, commemorate and celebrate 
the event — the heroes of Avarayr who 
fought to preserve the faith of the nation 
and the suffering and sacrifices of the 
total populace for one-third of a cen- 
tury. 

It is said that in life there are three im- 
portant choices: a mission, a friend and 
a Lord—a mission worth living for, a 
friend to share, rejoice and be mutually 
helpful to each other, a Lord worthy to 
serve. Christ is worthy! Vartan had all 
three —a cause to serve, loyal friends, 
and Christ as his Lord.

Upon the invitation of the Armenian Evangelical Church 
of Sao Paulo, Brazil to participate in the fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the AMAA Chapter of Sao Paulo, the Board 
of Directors authorized Mr. Moses Janbazian to visit our 
Christian brothers in South America and share the AMAA’s 
hopes and concerns with them and to extend special Chris- 
tian greetings. Mr. Janbazian spent November 20° to 
December 5, 1982 visiting the Armenian Evangelical 
churches and AMAA District Committees of Sao Paulo, 
Brazil: Buenos Aires, Argentina; and Montevideo, Uruguay.

THREE FEATURE STORIES 
I. HENRY ABAJIAN 
IMMIGRANT TO DEFENDER OF COUNTRY OF ADOPTION 
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Henry Abajian 


Henry K. Abajian, a teen-age immigrant from Turkish Ar- 
menia who perfectly exemplifies an “American Success” 
story, went on to become one of the nation’s distin- 
guished and respected engineering executives, yet, Henry 
K. Abajian, a long-time staunch supporter of the AMAA, 
and his inspiring life story, are little known to his fellow 
American-Armenians. The reason: the unique personality 
of Henry whose love for simplicity is a trait seldom found in 
people with his record of achievements. Indeed in his 
humility, Henry rarely speaks about his impressive profes- 
sional and business successes. 

Henry Abajian’s life story begins in Aintab, now in Tur- 
key, where he was born to Hagop H. and Vartouhi (Haleb- 
lian) Abajian. In 1910, his father immigrated to America 
where his family finally could join him in 1923. Henry’s un- 
satiable desire for education, interrupted by Turkish atrocities, 
his intelligence and diligence overcame the hurdle and 
Henry graduated from Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute with 
a Mechanical Engineering degree in 1933. 

Henry’s first job was as a test engineer. The employments 
that followed, in different important companies ranging from 
test engineer to project engineer, gave him sound experi- 
ence to found his own firm in September 1951: The Resdel 
Engineering Corporation, which engaged in research, devel- 
opment and production of electronic equipment in the com- 
munications field for military and space applications. Starting 
operation with a $5,000 capitalization and three employees, 
Resdel, with the acquisition of Digital Systems, Inc. of 
Pasadena as well, grew so that by 1970 the corporation’s 
total assets were valued at $7 million and the working force 
had risen to 484. 

In 1971, Resdel also acquired certain assets and rights of 
Courier Communications, Inc. of Hillside, New Jersey and 
transferred them into Fanon/Courier Corporation head- 
quartered in Pasadena. Henry thus became the President 
and Chairman of the Board of yet another wholly owned 
subsidiary. While Digital Systems, Inc. was engaged in de- 
signing-and manufacturing numerically controlled automatic 


precision drilling machines, the Fanon/Courier produced a 
broad line of mobile and portable communications equip- 
ment. It was Resdel Engineering, however, that under the 
wise leadership of Henry, achieved significant develop- 
ments in the field of electronic communication and became 
one of the nation’s respected producers of complex elec- 
tronic tracking equipment used in defensive applications. 

As a Resdel executive recently stated, “Henry's deep love 
and genuine appreciation for his adopted country set the 
tone for the products that Resdel manufactures — Govern- 
ment products for use in National defense application.” In- 
deed, it was Henry’s original goal to form a company which 
would develop products that would assist in the defense of 
the United States and all it stands for. And it was certainly 
dedication to this principle of its f@ander that put Resdel in 
the forefront of historic developments in the space programs 
of the United States. Henry Abajian, the Armenian immi- 
grant lad of yesterday, justifiably takes pride in the fact that 
the first close-up pictures of the moon's surface were sent 
back to earth from the Surveyor satellite by a transmitter 
power amplifier manufactured by the corporation he found- 
ed: and it was the solid state amplifier designed and built by 
Resdel that sent back the television pictures from the Apollo 
spacecraft to Earth during the Apollo-Soyuz space mission. 

Henry and his lovely wife Gladys were united in marriage 
in January, 1942 and live in Pasadena, California. The 
couple are the parents of a daughter, Carol Gladys, and 
grandparents of two children. As faithful and active mem- 
bers of the Armenian Cilicia Congregational Church, the 
family continues to give generously of their time, talents and 
tithes for the Lord’s work. Henry has served the Cilicia 
Church in various capacifies such as treasurer, trustee, 
deacon, and chairman of the Church Council. 

In addition to his membership in the California Profes- 
sional Engineers and Institute of Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers, Henry is affiliated with many philanthropic and 
cultural organizations and causes among which are the Pasa- 
dena Masonic Lodge; Knights of Vartan, in which he was 
Commander; AGBU; and the Pasadena, Los Angeles and 
Arcadia Chambers of Commerce. Henry is also a supporter 
of the educational programs of Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute and the University of California at Los Angeles. 

It is the AMAA, however, that has the warmest spot in 
Henry’s heart. He not only supports the work of the Associa- 
tion monetarily, liberally, but also acts as a faithful ambassa- 
dor by promoting and upholding its ideals. 

Often success and riches cause people to forget and thus 
forsake their roots, thereby discarding their ethnic and reli- 
gious background. But Henry, despite his unmatched suc- 
cesses in the business field, remains a fervent Armenian and 
an ardent Christian dedicated to ethnic and religious principles. 

With this feature story, we wish to salute Henry Abajian 
for his distinguished achievements in a well-invested life and 
extend our deep appreciation to him and Gladys for the im- 
portant part they play in the success of the work and achieve- 
ment of the goals of the AMAA. 


II. RETIRED BUT STILL SERVING: THE KHACHADOURIANS 


Rev. Nerses & Mrs. Gulenia Khachadourian 


The Reverend Nerses Khachadourian, 
commissioned by the Action Chretienne 
en Orient in January, 1932 to engage in 
educational and evangelical work in 
Syria, began the supervision of the spiri- 
tual and moral education of about 200 
children of needy families in Aleppo. 
Soon, mid-week and Sunday meetings, 
home visitations, and a youth organiza- 
tion, “Star,” were added to the initial 
program. 

The work of evangelism was further 
extended to half dozen villages and 
towns around Aleppo, with missionary 

journeys also to Istanbul, Athens, Bagh- 

dad and Teheran. Believing in the 
potency of religious literature, the 
Reverend Khachadourian developed a 
Christian tract distribution program 
reaching the native population in bazaars, 
villages and prisons. The Word of God 
uplifted people and there were many 
spiritual conversions. 

In December, 1937, the Reverend 
Khachadourian married Miss Gulenia 
Koundakjian, a lady of deep spiritual 
commitment implanted at home and in 
the Immanuel Church of Aleppo. A 
graduate of the Aleppo Girls High 
School, and a teacher in schools and 
Sunday schools, Gulenia’s entry into 
the ACO became a great blessing for the 
total work. She took charge of the cen- 
ter’s Sunday school and youth activities 
without, however, abandoning her in- 
volvement in the Immanuel Church, 
thus freeing her husband to engage in 
broader evangelism endeavors. In 
1952, the management of the Middle 


East work of the ACO was assigned to 
him Lo immediately made the Jezireh 


region north of Derzor where thousands 
of Armenians had been martyred by 
Turkish designs. Exactly on those mar- 
tyrdom areas, he established seven mis- 
sion centers serving Arabs, Assyrians 
and Armenians and brought together 
Evangelicals who had been scattered in 
all these places and assigned pastors 
and evangelists. 

The Reverend Khachadourian en- 
larged the ACO Center by purchasing 
and adding several buildings, founded 
the Sarepta Home for Widows in 
Daoudieh and the Workshop for the 
Blind in Meydan quarter. 

If an evaluation were made of the 
valuable contribution to the Armenian 
community in general, the Reverend 
Khachadourian confirms*that the great- 
est help was received by the Armenian 

Apostolic community, both financially 
and morally. Those who attended the 
organized Christian meetings were 
mostly of the Apostolic community. Of 
course, his closer cooperation was with 
the Evangelical churches, with his wife 
continuing her endeavors in the Sunday 
Schools of the Evangelical churches, in 
the Christian Endeavor Societies and 
ladies organizations. The Reverend 
Khachadourian himself preached in 
many Evangelical churches, served the 
Bethel Church for one full year and per- 
formed pastoral work for a year at the 
Nahadagatz Church until those churches 
were able to call permanent pastors. To- 
gether, the couple gave their support to 
the growth of youth work, helping in the 
founding of Kchag in the Kessab region 
and guiding ACO of France to give 
financial assistance. 

In 1957, when the Reverend Sogho- 
mon Nuyujukian was called to serve a 
church in Egypt, he was asked to take 
the position of “Hamaynkabed” in which 
position he served until his departure to 
Iran in 1966. 

He found the Armenian Evangelicals 
in Teheran in a very sad condition be- 
cause the church had been deprived of 
the services of a pastor for many years. 
With God’s help, he was able to organ- 
ize all aspects of the work of the church 
in Teheran and place it under a respon- 
sible church council. A church office 


ducted and new financial sources were 
located, especially the financial resources 
of the ACQ, the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America and_ the 
Oakland Church Fund. He put the bud- 
get of the Kohar Mesrobian School into 
good order with the assistance of the 
AMAA and CI (Children Incorporated). 
Basic renovations and changes were 
made in the St. John’s Armenian Evan- 
gelical Church, a two-story parsonage 
was built and two missions were estab- 
lished around Teheran, namely, at 
Mejidieh and Zarkesh, the latter two 
being made possible by the financial 
assistance of the AMAA. 

The Khachadourians were also in- 
volved in social services. At the Kohar 
Mesrobian School, a lunch program 
was started for poor children and sti- 
pends were provided to the sick to pay 
for hospitalization. Conferences and 
rallies were organized each year in 
August. 

Mrs. Khachadourian’s contribution to 
the work of the church in Teheran was 
immense. She conducted the morning 
devotions at the Kohar Mesrobian 
School, assisted in the ladies aid work 
and led Bible studies which received 
great acceptance, with participation 
from all sectors of the Armenian com- 
munity. 

Since September, 1979, Mrs. 
Khachadourian has resided in Holly- 
wood where she leads Bible studies 
three to four times weekly for women, 
with one of the study groups being con- 
vened in the Armenian Apostolic Church. 

The Reverend Khachadourian him- 
self was finally able to obtain an im- 
migration visa and returned to the 
United States recently. Here, he re- 
sponds to invitations from churches to 
speak and to preach, but the greater 
service he renders is his personal con- 
tact with Armenians in the vicinity of his 
residence, the majority of whom are 
new immigrants from Armenia. 

We here in the AMAA circles have 
been inspired by the devotion, dedica- 
tion and vision of these missionaries and 
are amazed at the ways in which God 
has used His servants. We pray that 
their sojourn in the United States may

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seasons with many and varied interests 
and talents; a man of high Christian 
ideals which include commitment to 
God and church; a man of generous 
benevolence to many organizations 
even beyond the extent of his material 
Possessions in comparison to the real 
wealthy, has above all, a heart. 

The sixth of seven children, Edward 
was born in Smyrna on February 17, 
1909 to Hovhannes, in the real estate 
business (a Simsar) and Paris, a kinder- 
Garten teacher, and was raised in an 
evangelical Christian atmosphere. 

In 1922, he miraculously escaped 
from the atrocities brought upon the Ar- 
Menians in Izmir by the Turkish Army, 
trapped between a city on fire and the 
sea. Edward was only eleven when he 
Managed to reach Athens, Greece. 
From the time he arrived in Greece, 
Edward had a burning desire to enter In- 
to the United States, but could not leave 
until the authorities increased the quota 
for immigrants to enter the country © 
freedom and opportunity. This took 
twelve years and as he patiently waited 
for permission to leave, he worked at 
the American Women’s Hospital, first as

The Reverend Nerses Khachadourian, 
commissioned by the Action Chretienne 
en Orient in January, 1932 to engage in 
educational and evangelical work in 
Syria, began the supervision of the spiri- 
tual and moral education of about 200 
children of needy families in Aleppo. 
Soon, mid-week and Sunday meetings, 
home visitations, and a youth organiza- 
tion, “Star,” were added to the initial 
program. 

The work of evangelism was further 
extended to half dozen villages and 
towns around Aleppo, with missionary 
journeys also to Istanbul, Athens, Bagh- 
dad and Teheran. Believing in the 

potency of religious literature, the 
Reverend Khachadourian developed a 
Christian tract distribution program 
reaching the native population in bazaars, 
villages and prisons. The Word of God 
uplifted people and there were many 
spiritual conversions.

A 
graduate of the Aleppo Girls High 
School, and a teacher in schools and 
Sunday schools, Gulenia’s entry into 
the ACO became a great blessing for the 
total work. She took charge of the cen- 
ter’s Sunday school and youth activities 
without, however, abandoning her in- 
volvement in the Immanuel Church, 
thus freeing her husband to engage in 
broader evangelism endeavors. In 
1952, the management of the Middle 
East work of the ACO was assigned to 
him. He immediately made the Jezireh 
area a special concern, as this was the 


region north of Derzor where thousands 
of Armenians had been martyred by 
Turkish designs. Exactly on those mar- 
tyrdom areas, he established seven mis- 
sion centers serving Arabs, Assyrians 
and Armenians and brought together 
Evangelicals who had been scattered in 
all these places and assigned pastors 
and evangelists. 

The Reverend Khachadourian en- 
larged the ACO Center by purchasing 
and adding several buildings, founded 
the Sarepta Home for Widows in 
Daoudieh and the Workshop for the 
Blind in Meydan quarter. 

If an evaluation were made of the 
valuable contribution to the Armenian 
community in general, the Reverend 
Khachadourian confirms that the great- 
est help was received by the Armenian 
Apostolic community, both financially 
and morally. Those who attended the 
organized Christian meetings were 
mostly of the Apostolic community. Of 
course, his closer cooperation was with 
the Evangelical churches, with his wife 
continuing her endeavors in the Sunday 
Schools of the Evangelical churches, in 
the Christian Endeavor Societies and 
ladies organizations. The Reverend 
Khachadourian himself preached in 
many Evangelical churches, served the 
Bethel Church for one full year and per- 
formed pastoral work for a year at the 
Nahadagatz Church until those churches 
were able to call permanent pastors. To- 
gether, the couple gave their support to 
the growth of youth work, helping in the 
founding of Kchag in the Kessab region 
and guiding ACO of France to give 
financial assistance. 

In 1957, when the Reverend Sogho- 
mon Nuyujukian was called to serve a 
church in Egypt, he was asked to take 
the position of “Hamaynkabed” in which 
position he served until his departure to 
Iran in 1966.

Basic renovations and changes were 
made in the St. John’s Armenian Evan- 
gelical Church, a two-story parsonage 
was built and two missions were estab- 
lished around Teheran, namely, at 
Mejidieh and Zarkesh, the latter two 
being made possible by the financial 
assistance of the AMAA. 

The Khachadourians were also in- 
volved in social services. At the Kohar 
Mesrobian School, a lunch program 
was started for poor children and sti- 
pends were provided to the sick to pay 
for hospitalization. Conferences and 
rallies were organized each year in 
August. 

Mrs. Khachadourian’s contribution to 
the work of the church in Teheran was 
immense. She conducted the morning 
devotions at the Kohar Mesrobian 
School, assisted in the ladies aid work 
and led Bible studies which received 
great acceptance, with participation 
from all sectors of the Armenian com- 
munity.

Mr. Hrant Dink, who has volunteered 
to substitute for Hrant Guzelyan’s lead- 
ership, telephoned to communicate the 
progress being made in the church and 
the need for prayers for the Evangelical 


church and its outreach to the com- 
munity in Istanbul. 

A seven member Church Council has 
been elected and Hrant Dink is hopeful 
that the authorities will approve the 
elections to make it an officially func- 
tioning body. 

Two worship services are held, one in 
the morning with average attendance of 
about forty, and Sunday School attend- 
ance in the same number. The morning 
service is held in the Armenian lan- 
Quage but the afternoon service is held 
in Turkish and attendance is over one- 
hundred on an average. Missak Gunay 
is the Evangelist assisted by other lay 
Persons in the preaching, teaching and 
social action ministry. On Thursday 
evening, a prayer meeting is held in the 
church sanctuary. 

The Touzla Camp functioned in the 
Summer for two months with about thir- 
ty-five youngsters living, learning and 
Playing for the whole period of two 
months. 

Christian colleagues in Istanbul are 
working under difficult circumstances 
and need our encouragement for 
strength, courage and hope. They covet 
Prayers from all of us.

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TRIBUTE TO HAIGAZIAN COLLEGE AND 


(Editor's Note: His Grace Archbishop 
Sumbat Lapajian, one of the first two 
graduates (Dr. Y. Kassouny the other), 
hence a “pioneer,” has made a deeply 
sincere expression of gratitude to Haig- 
azian College and a warm testimony to 
retiring President John J. Markarian.) 


“Haigazian College,” he writes, “has a 

unique standing among the other 
educational institutions in the Middle 
East. At its founding, its main purpose 
was to prepare fully trained young men 
and women for the ministry, as well as 
teachers and leaders for Armenian 
schools and churches in the Diaspora 
and for public service in general from 
which purpose it has not wavered.” 
Emphasizing the ecumenical character 
of the College, he relates how wonder- 
fully members of different creeds have 
cooperated and have had fellowship to- 
gether. “During my years at Haigazian,” 
he writes, “a couple of Moslem Arab 
friends from the neighboring countries 
even attended my ordination into the 
priesthood at the. Mother Cathedral in 
Antelias, Lebanon.” 

He continues: “The key word in char- 
acterizing Haigazian College is the word 
opportunity given to young men and 
women in that part of the world. Haigaz- 
ian College has been and still is a haven 
of opportunity for many who otherwise 
would never have had the chance to 
acquire a higher education. I am con- 
vinced that I would never have had the 
chance to get a higher education if it 
were not for Haigazian College. A great 
many things in life can be returned or 
repaid in full, at times two-fold, three- 
fold and even ten-fold, but no person is 
ever able to repay the opportunity given 
to him. The opening of opportunities, in 
my belief, is the one highest good in life 
that men can do to one another. Haigaz- 
ian College has fully justified her calling 
in giving a helping hand to many who 
have been sincerely in search for light 
and wider horizons in service to the Ar- 
menian péople in particular and to 
humanity in general. 

“The College . . . supervised and 
largely financed by the Armenian Evan- 
gelical Community . . . did not discri- 
minate. Of all the Armenians attending 
the College 80% were Apostolic 
(Arakelagan) and 20% Evangelical

(Avedaranagan). Yet, each person 
equally benefited financially according 
to need. There were quite a number in 
both groups who never paid tuition 
fees. I, for one, during my four years of 
study through a combined curriculum at 
Haigazian and at the N.E.S.T., did not 
pay for my tuition. Later I learned that a 
Protestant gentleman from the United 
States, Richard Vart, had been my 
sponsor. The Evangelical community 
was providing for my education. Such 
was the extent of the outreach and the 
ecumenical and humanitarian spirit that 
prevailed at Haigazian and in the hearts 
of her sponsors. 

“But most of all, the major character- 
istic of Haigazian is and has been her at- 
titude towards the non-Armenians in 
the Middle East. Although the main 
purpose of Haigazian is to reach Arme- 
nians, yet she has never wavered in 
stretching a hand also to our Arab 
brothers and sisters to whom our nation 
is greatly indebted. In other words, 
Haigazian has become a center for 
mutual understanding among races, but 
more importantly, in our Armenian Arab 
relationships in the Middle East. Surely, 
Haigazian has become the wonderful 
channel of opportunity to serve also our 
Arab brothers who have stood beside us 
in our times of national sorrow and per- 
secutions to the extent of granting us 
full citizenship in their respective coun- 
tries. We can only thank God that 
through Haigazian we are able to recipro- 
cate a little of what was done for us in 
the past. In this 20th century, while the 
national barriers are gradually losing 
their formal significance, Haigazian 
stands as one of the best virtuous sym- 
bols of human fellowship, understand- 
ing, love and respect of one people to 
another. 

“These and many other virtuous 
deeds have been possible during the 
past 27 years through Haigazian. Be- 
hind these deeds stood a brilliant and 
dedicated person — the President of the 
College, the Reverend Dr. John J. Mar- 
karian. It is undeniable that many, near 
and far, worked, toiled and sacrificed 
for the College,. but one person more 
than anyone else responsible in bringing 
the College to its present stature, was 
Dr. Markarian. Under his leadership the 
College with humble beginnings gradual-

ly turned to a much-sought-after, highly 
respected and academically recognized 
institution of learning. 

“Dr. Markarian needs no introduction 
nor publicity, yet tribute and honor 
should be given where it is due. As Presi- 
dent of the College, Dr. Markarian rarely 
exercised his authority. His personal 
charisma and charm were sufficient to 
command love and respect and to main- 
tain discipline and order. He belonged 
to the group of people who favor the 
authority of love rather than the “letter 
of the law.” For the law is dead in closed 
books, but the spirit is a constant pro- 
cess that emanates love, renewed life 
and virtuous deeds. Solutions to all our 
problems are more of the heart than of 
the law. 

“Dr. Markarian was our philosophy 
professor. I recall distinctly that one day 
while discussing Kierkegaard in the class- 
room he summed up that philosopher's 
existential thought with the following 
words — “Passionate inwardness in the 
face of objective uncertainty.” Truly, it 
was that “passionate inwardness” that 
urged him to respond to the call and 
come to Lebanon, to an “objective un- 
certainty.” It was that same “passionate 
inwardness,” that innate wisdom — the 
old Greeks called it “Logos” —that 
strengthened him during the years to 
overcome scores of obstacles and “ob- 
jective uncertainties” to bring education 
and hope to many. Again, it was that 
“passionate inwardness,” that unwaver- 
ing courage, which for the past eight 
years, kept him close to his beloved 
College, at the very center of turmoil. 
Jesus said — ‘I am the good shepherd. 
The good shepherd lays down his life 
for the sheep. I know my own and my 
own know me.’ (John Ch. 10-V.11 & 
14 

Tacsatl at a testimonial dinner in 
Los Angeles, Dr. Markarian announced 
his retirement from Haigazian College. 
To put it in his own words — “He was the 
victim of his own decision.” He had 
made a rule that everyone at the College 
should retire at 65. 

“Retired or not, we will always love 
and respect Dr. Markarian. He will al- 
ways remain our President, our mentor, 


our friend.”

Mrs. Hyranoush Isabelle Gedickian of Fort 
Lee, New Jersey, passed away on Decem 
ber 7, 1982 after a long illness. She was born 
in Amassia, Turkey, the second daughter of 
the Reverend Professor Kevork H. Gulian 
and Marine Kutreyan Gulian. 

When she was a baby, the family moved 
to Marsovan (Merzifoun), where her father, 
an ordained minister, was Professor of 
Languages at Anatolia College. He was the 
author of “Elementary Modern Armenian 
Grammar” for the study of Armenian in the 
English language. Although written at the 
turn of the century, this textbook is still in 
Print today. Interestingly, “Elementary 
Modern Armenian Grammar” was used as a 
text by the late Reverend Antranig A. Bedik- 
ian at Columbia University and the text, re- 
published at about 1955, is still used in Gone 
schools. He also authored a parallel volume 
Elementary English Grammar,” which he 
translated roe the French into Armenian.

i wife had befriended Professor Gulian 
% en he was a young boy and had consi- 

ered him as their own son. She graduated 
from the college at the time when the Ar- 
menian massacres by the Turks had started 
During those hard times, she lost her father 
and, soon after, went to Samsoun with her 
mother and sister, There, she worked as an 
interpreter for the Near East Relief for Miss 


Sabra Bradley for Turkish or Armenian dig- 
nitaries and also high American officials. In 
addition to her duties as interpreter, she also 
had charge of a needlework and lace depart- 
ment and a sewing room where needs were 
supplied for three orphanages — Armenian, 
Greek and Turkish. She and her sister also 
ministered to children at the Armenian or- 
phanage who were ill while their mother 
supplied food to the Armenian needy. 

When the family decided to emigrate ‘to 
America, all roads were closed and no one 
could sail. However, Miss Bradley procured 
a special telegram from Ataturk so they were 
able to sail to Constantinople and, from 
there, to America, thereby being saved from 
grave dangers. 

After residing in this country a short time, 
she married Dicran Murad Gedickian who 
had been born in Marsovan and was a grad- 
uate of Sanasarian University. 

Her husband predeceased her in 1974. 
She is survived by three children: Mrs. Has- 
mig Mott of Falls Church, Virginia; Mrs. An- 
kin Bertelsen of Fort Lee, New Jersey; and 
Dicran Levon Gedickian of Upper Saddle 
River, New Jersey; her sister, Mrs. Armine 
Boranian of Norridge, Illinois; four grand- 
children, Nils Bertelsen, Elena Mott, Anahid 
and Meline Gedickian; a nephew, Armen 
Boranian of Sealy, Texas; and a niece, Mrs. 
Beatrice Scroggin of Chicago, Illinois. 

A memorial service was held at Grant- 
wood Congregational Church in Cliffside 
Park, New Jersey. It was Mrs. Gedickian’s 
wish that memorial donations be directed to 


the Armenian Missionary Association of 
America. 


JAMIL HAROUTUNE HALEBLIAN

Jamil Haleblian was born to Lucia and 
Haroutune Haleblian on August 17, 1889 in 
Aintab, Turkey. Jamil’s brothers, Loutfi, a 
surgeon and Noury, a dentist were early vic- 
tims of the Armenian massacres in 1915. 

His maternal grandfather, Adour Niziblian, 
a great philanthropist, was very concerned 
for the Christian life of the youth. A youth 
Center in his name stands in Aleppo. 

Jamil was educated at the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut, graduating as a Chemist. 
During World War I, he attained the rank of 
Captain.

He became the Curator and con- 
sultant to the archeological finds in historical 
excavations to the governments of Palestine, 
Britain and Jordan. His expert advice aided 
the British government in cleaning and pre- 
serving the Dead Sea Scrolls.

NAME AN ALTERNATE EXECUTOR 
Edna Ferber, the famous novelist, left an estate valued at 
over $1 million. One of her good friends was the noted at- 
torney Morris L. Ernst, so she named him executor, He ad- 
. vised her to name another friend as alternate executor, and 
she did. ~ YOUR WILL should name both an executor and 
an alternate executor. 


PROVIDE FOR SIMULTANEOUS DEATH 

John Dos Passos, well-known writer, lost his first wife in 
an auto accident in 1947. He suffered serious injury himself 
in the accident. When he wrote his will he included provi- 
sions in case of simultaneous death. ~ YOUR WILL should 
have provision for simultaneous death. It is specially impor- 
tant with regard to the guardianship of young children. You 
should have an understanding with the relatives or friends 
you would choose, and put the details in both your wills, 


KEEP YOUR WILL UP-TO-DATE 

Walt Disney was the founder of a $100 million entertain- 
ment empire, as everyone knows. Few also know, how- 
ever, that he was a conscientious custodian of his property, 
His will was complicated . . . a veritable lawyer's paradise. 
The important point, however, is that Disney kept it up-to- 
date. He made his latest revisions only nine months before 
he died, YOUR WILL should be kept up-to-date. You 
should review it at least once a year. 


NAME A REMAINDER BENEFICIARY 

Dorothy Gish, film star, left an estate of over half a million 
dollars, She put the estate in trust for Lillian, her sister, for 
the rest of her life, then designated the Actors Fund of 
America as remainder beneficiary. YOUR WILL should 
name a remainder beneficiary, even though your estate may 
be modest. Why risk having a sizeable chunk of your estate 
go to people whom you do not know when you can name 
individuals or organizations as remainder beneficiaries, if 
your property “outlives” your main heirs? 

REMEMBER YOUR CHURCH 

John Hays Hammond, Jr. left his prize possession, the 
famous castle-like Hammond Museum in Gloucester, MA, 
to his church as trustee. YOUR WILL is your last opportunity 
to witness on earth to your religious beliefs, whatever they 


may be. Consider a tithe of your estate. Remember the im- 
pact of your gift on others who haven't thought of a religious 
bequest. It is worth special thought. 


GIVE YOUR EXECUTOR FULL FLEXIBILITY 

John Steinbeck, the famous novelist, left an estate of well 
over $1 million dollars. He resisted the common temptation 
to “rule with a dead hand" far into the future. YOUR WILL 
should grant the utmost possible flexibility to your execu- 
tor(s}, and trustees if any. After picking an executor you 
trust, give him the power to use his good judgment and act 
on behalf of your heirs to conserve and, if possible, increase 
your estate, 


SET UP A TRUST FUND 

Dr. Wm. Scholl's name became a household word thanks 
to the many footcare products he invented and produced. 
He set up the Scholl Family Trust Fund. The framework of 
the trust greatly simplified the distribution of bequests to his 
family. YOUR WILL may work out better if you set up a 
trust fund prior to death. The trust department of your bank 
can advise you on this. It's worth checking, regardless of the 
size of your estate. 


GIVE TO WORTHY CAUSES 
As most of the above did, and many others do, YOUR 
WILL can truly reflect your character and beliefs in the 
causes you supported in life, 
WON'T YOU REMEMBER US? 
A large part of AMAA's work is dependent on funds re- 
ceived via bequests. Here are three simple and popular 
ways to make bequests: 


1, Fixed amount. Simply state a dollar amount to be 
given from your estate. 

2. Fixed percentage, State a fixed percentage of your es- 
tate to be given.
